In  a  certain  sense  these  iren 
were  chosen  fornally  to  represent  the  Congress,  wnile  of  course  their 
individual  distinction  was  also  recognised.  T  do  rot  think  that  in 
our  irirds  there  exists  any  idea  that  tne  or.-e  degree  is  uore  honourable 
tnan  the  other.  T  should  say  that  the  one.  is  nor?  specific  ana  narks  I 
the  carticular  line  of  work  in  which  we  aesire  to  recognise*  the 
distinction  that  has  been  attained  by  those  who  will  ta«e  the  degree.
